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(54) SEMICONDUCTOR LASER DEVICE 
(57) Abstract 

PURPOSE: To unnecessitate insulating material, glass 
and the like which are necessary In conventional arts, and 
reduce the assembling cost, by inclining a part of 
peripheral wall of a sealed insulator, and providing the 
inclination part with a half mirror which transmits laser 
beam outside and reflects It toward the photo detector 
side. 

CONSTITUTION: On a circuit board 2. Is arranged a laser 
parts protecting package 11 which seats a semiconductor 
laser element 5 and a photo detector 7. On a part of 
peripheral wall of the package 11, an inclination part 12 Is 
arranged which has a gradient rising from the front part to 
the rear part. The Inclination part 12 is provided with a half 
mirror 13 which transmits a laser beam (a) outside, and 
reflects a part of it toward the side of a photo detector. A 
part of the laser beam (a) Is reflected by the half mirror 1 3 t 
and received by the photo detector 7. The output of the 
laser beam (8) is controlled by a monitor current. Thereby 
unnecessitating insulating material, glass and the like 
which are necessary In conventional arts, and reducing the 
assembling cost. 
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
